The postmaster general has come loyully
to the aid of the Ohio Democrncy during the
last few days, and a continuation of the
shower of patronage he hias been pouring out
will do much to revive the spirits  that
drooped. 1t is no extravagance of speech to
say that without some help from Washing-
ton the party here woutld have boen in a bad
way, anid there aro many who belieyo that
the long and chilling wait from March 4 to
August 1|, has resulted in mischief that even
action now caunol redees. It has beon an
open gquestion for soms time as to whothor
a resolution Indorsing the administration
ecould be got through the Democratic stute
convention, but all doubt has been dispelled.
The lenders of the party in their cool mo-
ments have arrived st the copelusion that
such n refusul would place the convention in
a pitiable light before the country and would
da President Cleveland more  good than
harm. They also recognizo the vory solid
fact that no matter what they may say or do
Cleveland holds the whip hand for three and
a half years longerand can make s severe in-
dividual example of such aspiring Democrals

, s oppose Lhe conrse he has thought best to
wrsue, So they will indorse him.  Their
anguage  will be eordial and  tlattering
onough, no matter what may lie i their
bireasts,

The public has not yet awakened o any
degree of excitement over the campilgn, and
the politleal newspapers are making about
all the noise that is mmde, The Ohlo rank
and file soldom grow excited before haying
und harvesting except in presidential years,
On this occasion the state  teket bids fair to
attract less altention than tho legislative,
No matler how the Deomocrats may feel
aver their chance of clecting a governor,
they bave fully determined to gain a
majority of the general assombly i hard
work, sharp practies, and s {ree use of cash
can do it.

The Democrats are making ull possilie use
of the Probibition party, Dr. Leonard, the
candidate of that party for governor, issuod
challenge o .lm]g-- Foraker, gubwrnatorial
candidate of the Republican parlty, meet
him in a joint debato on the question
of prohibition of the liguor traifie, The
chairman  of the Republican  state  cow-
mittee  in  answering  the challenge  re-
wiarked that his party was neitlier for probii-
bitlon nor against it 118 meaning was clear,
a8 the platforin of tho party this year has de-
clared for the principlos of regulation and
taxation ws r'mlrmnm in the late Seott law,
e Domocratie press, however, hias taken
hold of this declarntion us baving a terrible
meaning, and is trying to excite the liguor
men and Germans on the one hand by de-
claring that the party is not against pro-
hibition and must thereforo be for it, while
an opposite argument s used  with  the
temperance people. 1t s ditlicull to say just
how much of a loss the Republicans will
bave tostand on aecount of the tempoeranco
question, but I still hold to the belief that
the third party vote will not reach over Ih,-
000 or 20,000, In that case there cannot be
defection enough from the Republican side
to shut it out trom hope of victory, Il seems
to bo a general feeling that Foraker will be
elected, although a Republican senator as
suceessor to Mr. Sherman docs not seem o
be so well assured,
